Economic Injury Disaster Loans (EIDL)
NH receives one of the first Statewide Declarations—
opening the Disaster Assistance Application process for
all Business on March 17th. Our office responded with
daily webinars, extended hours, press releases, and panel
discussions.

With the passing of the CARES Act, SBA began accepting
applications for the Paycheck Protection Program incen-
tivizing businesses to keep workers on the payroll. During
the 1st round of funding, we had 210 different lenders
participating resulting in 11,500 loan approvals for nearly
$2Billion and an average loan size of $173k. As of May 1st,
we are currently in the 2nd round of funding, but have
already surpassed 20,000 loan approvals in the state.
